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Town of Fort Erie commits $500,000 for theatre 


Fort Erie council will 
contribute $500,000 
toward a state-of-the-art 
theatre for Greater Fort 
Erie Secondary School. 

The District School 
Board of Niagara asked 
the Town to commit $3.7 
million to fund a shared 
library and a theatre for 
the municipality’s future 
high school, $3 million 
for the theatre and 
$650,000 for a shared 
library. 

Fort Erie council 
agreed last Tuesday to 
partner with the DSBN to 
fund the theatre, with 
each party contributing 
$500,000 toward the 

The Town's first 
installment of $250,000 
will be paid using sur¬ 
plus from the 2014 bud¬ 
get. The remaining por¬ 


tion of the Town’s contri¬ 
bution will be spread out 
over the course of 2015 
and 2016 using any bud¬ 
get surplus generated 
during those years. 

The remaining $2 
million necessary to 
build the 500-seat theatre 
will be collected through 
fundraising, public and 
private grants, sponsor¬ 
ship and other sources of 
funds available to the 
Town. 

In the event of a fund¬ 
ing shortfall, the report 
stated that the Town and 
the DSBN will “contrib¬ 
ute equally to the remain¬ 
ing balance." 

The report also stated 
that the DSBN should be 
responsible for any build¬ 
ing costs in excess of $3 
million. 

The school board will 
own the theatre and will 
be responsible for all 
operating costs.

The report said stu¬ 
dents will have "priority 
use of the theatre" and 
the DSBN will be respon¬ 
sible for theatre rentals 
and will keep rental fees 
to maintain the facility. 

The Town will be 
entitled to “utilize the 
theatre for Town events 
which include the inau¬ 
guration of council, pub¬

Redekop said the 
public has been given an 
opportunity to give input 
on the high school's proj¬ 
ects, first at an open 
house on Jan. 20, and at 
an open forum on Feb. 9. 
He added that “many of 
the questions” residents 
had were answered in 
last Tuesday's report. 

Jonathan Janzen, the 
Town’s director of finan¬ 
cial services, said Town 
staff expect to have the 
funds necessary to fund 
the project so the taxpay¬ 
ers won’t be burdened. 

If funds are taken 


from a reserve fund, the 
money will be taken from 
“past or existing tax lev¬ 
els, not from future 
increases." The end result

“Should we wish to 
replenish funds via our 
existing levels, that would 
result in a tax increase,” 
he added. 

Although he was con¬ 
cerned about funding for 
the theatre, Ward 1.

“We have to show 
some leadership,” Ward 4 
Coun.

Maple syrup season is in 


Surprise! Surprise! Pancakes 
with blueberries, a side order 
of crisp bacon and real maple 
syrup for breakfast last week. 
I have had a love affair with 
maple syrup for a long time. 
The Johnson neighbours just 
to the west of us on Garrison 
Road circa WW2 had a long 
row of sugar maple trees. They 
tapped them each spring. 
Metal pails hung from spigots 
hung on each tree in the row of 
sugar maples collecting the 
clear maple sap. As a boy I 
delivered the Toronto Star to 
them for a number of years. 
Guess what? Many times I was 
given maple sugar fudge and 
heavenly cookies that Mrs. 
Johnson made using maple 
syrup. Great memories.

also known as the hard maple 
tree. It is the best for it yields 
about one gallon of syrup for 
each 40 gallons of sap collect¬ 
ed. Its cousin, the Red maple, 
yields a gallon of syrup from 
about 60 gallons of sap col¬ 
lected. Sugar Bush is mainly of 
Sugar Maple. The modem way 
of collecting maple sap is with 
tubing systems. These are 
widely used in Niagara. 

Aerial tubing systems elimi¬ 
nate the bucke t system. In the 
process I saw the sap flowing 
downhill. We observed that 
the sap flows from the Sugar 
maples through spiles in each 
tree into the drop lines. Then it 
goes through a mainline con¬ 
nector into the storage tanks.

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From the gardener’s journal: seek new recipes to “keep creative juices flowing’

We can learn much 
from the weather folk but 
this winter is not as mild 
as was predicted. 

In fact, most of us will 
remember this winter 
based on this month of 
extreme cold and snow. 

That’s the great thing 
about memory. Give us a 
few sunny days and the 
cold and heavy snow falls 
will fade away. 

Maybe our memory can 
be selective at times, but 
there are some things that 
do not alter. 

For instance, it may not 
feel like it right now, spring 
will come, the sun will 
become warmer and these 
snows will melt. 

There is no stopping the 
changes of seasons. 

We have science and 
accumulated wisdom in 
our knowledge now but 
the ancients thought win¬ 
ter was an evil spirit that 
had to be fought to allow 
the good spirits of spring 
and warmth to come. 
Perhaps some even yet 
think that about winter. I 
believe we need these sea¬ 
sons to give us different 
perspectives. Being 
indoors can give us time 
for different projects, an 
appreciation for friends 
and family in visiting 
times and in my case, no 
excuse to put off some 
chores that I have left 
undone while I played 
outside. 

Indoors gives me an 
opportunity to plan my 
outside activities and to 
give some time to research. 
This week's research 
brought some more ‘com¬ 
mon wisdom’ to my atten- 

Many scan the skies for 
clues to the wet or dry of 
spring. The early February 
moon with a rim meaning 
moisture would indicate a 
wet spring. A ‘dry’ 
February moon (no rims 
around) in the early weeks 
would indicate a dry 
spring. 

So what will it be this 
year? According to the 
moon in the first two 
weeks of February, we will 


have a wet spring and 
should make our plans 
around that. Don’t hold 
me to that prediction, let’s 
just see how accurate this 
projection will be. 

Last week we looked at 
some weather sayings and 
I thought I would follow 
up after seven days and 
give the 'score ' so far the 
expression “red sun in 
morning, sailors take 
warning’’ —meaning 
storms during the day, has 
only been accurate 40 per¬ 
cent of the time.. The 
expression “red sun at 
night, sailors delight" has 
been accurate 95 percent 
of the time. We have 
another week to go to see 
how these expressions 
fare in accuracy. And 
there are some in my 
household who feel we 
should have another look 
at these weather expres¬ 
sions in the warmer sea¬ 
son and see if that makes a 
difference—fair enough. 

Being indoors increases 
the need for variety in 
cooking too—at least for 
me. I seek new recipes, 
just to keep my creative 
juices flowing. I thought I 
would share a few along 
the way. These from a 
cookbook designed to 
keep ‘old’ ways fresh: 
“From the Hearth” by 
Hope Dunton. 

White Sauce: 

• Two tablespoons butter 

• tablespoons flour 

• One tablespoon fresh 
parsley, minced 

• Two tablespoons fresh 
chives, minced 

• One tablespoon shallots, 
minced sit and pepper 

• One cup cream or 1/2 
cup milk and 1/2 cup 
cream 

Melt butter, adding 
parsley, chives shallots, 
cook for three to four min¬ 
utes but don’t brown. 
Incorporate flour and 
allow to bubble for a min- 

Gradually add cream or 
mixture of cream and milk 
continue to whisk until 
the sauce is thickened. 
Cook for an additional 
eight to 10 minutes, stir¬ 


ring as the more you stir 
the whiter and shinier it 
becomes. 

Now it is ready to serve 
with Cod a la creme: 

One pound cod fillets 
brought to a boil in salted 

Simmer after boil for 10 
minutes. Make the white 
sauce and then place fish 
in sauce, heat and serve. 
You can also add a coating 
of bread crumbs. 


First add another table¬ 
spoon of butter and three 
egg yolks to the sauce. 

Arrange it all in the 
serving dish and then 
cover with breadcrumbs. 
Place under broiler for 
three to four minutes, 
until browned. 

During this season of 
Lent this might be a nice 
variation for the Friday

chicken recipe that I love.
